An attempt was made, a fow daya
since, to.segure -the: New Xork Zriduns
to the interests of  the’ Adminlastration,
or perhaps,’it woujd be more fairito say,
that intawihﬂ parties wiehed,'in order
to subserve. their own purposes, to bring
it sgain into the Administration fold,
and to its old position of orgsn and
leader in the Radical Republican party.
It was thooght that this could be done
by engeging the serviocs of Vioe-Presi-
dent Collax as chiel. editor; and -Mr.
Colfax himself seems to have shared the
delusion:of his friends, that he could get
along safely in Mr, Greeley's big edito
rial boota. After some ocoquelting be-
tween him and the holders of a con-
trolling interent in the Z¥idbune atook,
bought. nup for the purpose we have
named, it was seen that & mere figure-
head like Mr. Colfax would not do.
The scheme was hardly aired, before it
was found thai it would not work well.
Mr. Oolfax presides creditably enongh
over the Ssoate; he can make neat
namby-pamby speeches; he can smile a
ghastly emile in season and out of sca-
son; but he could not be safely entrusted
with so difficult and responsible a poi-
tion as the one he coveted. Becanse
.he ownve printed, or edited, a weekly
country newspaper, it did not follow
that ho oould acceptably fill so large a
place as Mr. Greeley’s on the Tribnne.
The broin wns lacking; the knowledge,
the culture, the experience and the tact
were all felt not to be in him. So, Mr.
Orton, who had booght the vhares, wans
glad to get out of the difficulty Ly re-
selling: to Mr. Whitelaw Reid. This
gentleman is woll and favorably koown
to the country as Mr. Greeley’s lieute-
nant, and as the sharer of his viows in
regerd to reconciliation, peace und re-
union, and as a ocapable, imdastrious,
conscientious and growing newspaper
manager and writer. His sunoccess in- re-
acquiring control over the T¥ibune, nfter
bhaving sold Lis shares and left it, has
been the subject of congratalstion
among newspaper experts all over the
conntry, as the trinmph of legitimnte
journalisin over charlatanism and figure-
head-istn. Mr. Reid bas a manly pride
in his profession, as well as undoubted
oapacity and high qualifications for its
daties, In an interesting article in the
Tribune, to which lie bas now returned
as aditor, he explains Lis relations to the
journal and to parties, and defines the
uges to which he means to put it. A
oouple of extruots will place these in a
sufficiently clear light, He says:

“It is now proper to state, thut as the
result of certain intrigues and outside
efforts to gain control of the paper and
wrest it from the purpose to which our
late ohiel devoted it, some changes have
taken place in the proprietorship, and a
large majority of the stock is to-day per-

Their ambition is Lo malke
the Tyibune ol the fatore what Horace
Greeley would have made it, if God had
spared him—a frank snd fearless néws-
paper, devoted to the best interests of
the whole country.

“In taking up the unfinished task
which fell from his Lands a few weeks
ago, we happily bave the men whom he
brought around him, the fucilities which
he accumulated, and means so nmplo
that when, a few doys since, over half n
million of dollars was paid for the bare
control of the paper, we, knowing the
worth of what Mr. Greeley had built up,
bid higher and bought it back. Hence-
forth, there is no price whatever with
which any stranger can buy it—it is be-
yond reach.

A 8t. Potersburg despateh, dated Da-
comber 23, says that the (olos, u St.
Petersburg newspaper, has information
that the British Miuvister has notified
Prince Qortschukoft that if the Iinassian
troops penetrate the conntries between
Kliva aud Afghanistan, Bogland will bo
compelled to interfere in support of
Aflghnan independence. Thero is proba-
bly no other fonndatiou for the report
than the faot that the Russians aroe
ateadily marching toward the frontiers of
British Indis, and that the Imperinl Ca-
binet desire to find out, by indireot
means, whut notion Kngland will feel in-
clined to take when her control over Hin-
dostan is serionsly threatened.

A glapco at tho map shows thuat Ruos-
gin, in the past thirty yeurs, has over-
run and annexed a huge territory lying
between her old boundaries and the
Puanjaub. Tn 18064, Toorkistan and
Auleata were captured; in the next year,
Tashkund, one of thu largest towns in
Central Asia, shared the same fate. The
conquered districk was incorporated into
the Russian dominions under the name
of Toorkistan. In 1866, Bokhara was
tuken in hand, and, later on, the eapital
of the country fell into the porsession of
the Russians withont a Dblow being
struck, Bokharn has a population of
2,000,000, and Khokand hus an area of
120,000 square miles. Khiva, opon
which the Czar lins designs, has an area
of 160,000 square miles.

The rapid advance of Russia has, for
years, caused LEogland serious uneasi-
ness. JAfghanistan alopé stends as o
barrier between tho British aud tho Mus-
covite, and ns soon as the latter are
firmly seated on the Oxus, it will be
easy to find an exouse for fresh aggres-
eions. The British have no hold upou
the nffections of their Mohamedan sab-
jects, as they know, but it is hard to see
how an effective rosistance can be made
when Russin moves in carnest. England
has no allies. 'L'arkey oannot help her,
‘The aggrandizemcnt of Russia in Central
Asia does not disturb (ermany or Aus-
trin, and France thinks more of her lost
provinces than of a war in the East,

tussia plays her cards well. And it is
not certain that her conquest of Central

Londed King Harry.

‘““They now to fight are gone,

Armour on armour shone,

Dromme now to drumme did grone,
To hear was wonder;

That with the oryes they msake,

The very earth did shake, .

Trumpet to trampet spake,
Thuander to thander,

‘‘Upon 8t. Crispin’s da
Fought was this noble fray,
Whioch fame did not delay
To Eogland carry;
O, when shall English men,
With snoh acts fill a pen,
Or Epgland breed againe
SBuch a King Harry?"

The movement and idea here given are
so similar to those of Mr. Tenoyson's
poem as to render it probable that they
served as its model.
